This is far and away 
the best showing in the country’s 
history and a striking evidence of 
the unexampled prosperity that pre- 
vails in practically every branch of 
trade. Imports for consumption of 
$290,342,408 represented an increase 
of $23,430,974 over the record for 
the preceding twelve months. Ex- 
ports of domestic produce amounted 
to $235,438,956, an increase of $44,-

The Number of the Pauper Class in 
the United States Decreasing 


Washing.on, July 24.-—Some interest- 
irg figures are published by the gov- 
ernment showing the number of per- 
gons in the almshouses of the country. 
Since the figures deal only with pau- 
ress 2 almshouses and not with all 
the dependent poor, they reflect rath- 
e- the influence of the laws governing 
poor relief, the aimshouse facilities af- 
fordei, and the mesthod of almshouse 
administration, than the extent of pau- 


pe"ism. 
At the close of 1904 there were in 
almshouses of the United States, 163,- 
176 persons, 111,817 males and 52,395 
fenales. The number of paupers en- 
umerated in 1880 was 66,203, and in 
1290, 73,045. The increase has not kept 
pace with the growth in population 
and therefore the ratio of almshoused 
paupers to population is decreasing. In 
1880, this ratio was 132 pe- 100,006, in 
1290 it was 116.6, and in 1903 it was 
101.4. The government reports find a 
large part of this decrease is due to 
change in the treatment o: th: mental- 
ly and physically ceective who in 
forme: times were sent to the poor 
houses but are now cared for in asy- 
lums and hospitals, and a part to the 
cevelopment of nationally oc ginized 
charity which strives to make.the poor 
self-supporting, and to place destitute 


children in families and not tn poor 
houee 3. 
The figares show that almshouse

paupe’ism is decreasing more rapidiy 
among :emales than among the males. 
The chief distinction between the 
sexes seems to be that females having 
ence entered a poor hous? are there 
for good, while men, to a large extent 
are merely winter boarders. 

The ratios of paupers in almshouses 
to population have decreased in most 
of the states. The states in which a 
€ecrease did not occur were for the 
most part those in which an important 
function of an almshouse is that of a 
hospital, and the newer states in wh'ch 
organizei indoor relief 
tively recent development. 

Althougn dezreasing the ratios are 
still higa in some of the older com- 
monwealths located with 
large urban centres and a compara- 
tively severe climate. 
ti The mobility of the pauper popuia- 
tion fs a striking feature, and is shown 
by the fact that of the total paupers 
who were in almshouses at some time 
during 1904, 81,412, or 49.9 per cent. 
were admitted in that year, and 54,19% 
of 33.2 per cent discharg3d. In the 
states: these percentag*s show wide 
variations, which re‘lect larg2ly the 
varying influenc#s of climatic. and soc- 
jal conditions and of pauper laws and 
methods of almshouse administration.
